Youths who have become 18 since last June 30 start registering to­ 
morrow for induction into the armed forces. 
In the Salem draft district the boys can 
register 
at one of the 
following designated registration centers: 
Memorgil building in Salem. 
Office of Att’y W. O. Wallace in Columbiana. 
White’s barber shop in Leetonia. 
Reichenbach garage in North Georgetown. 
This is a change from the previous plan to have all enrollments 
made here. 
The schedule, calling for three 
one-week registration periods for 
youths 
grouped 
by 
their 
birth 
dates: 
Dec. 11 to 17, inclusive—Those 
bom on or after July 1, 1924, but 
not after Aug. 31, 1924. 
Dec. 18 to 24 inclusive—Those 
born on or after Sept. 1, 1924, but 
not after Oct. 31, 1924. 
Dec. 26 to 31, inclusive—Those 
born on or after Nov. 1, 1924, but 
not after Dec. 31, 1924. 
The War department announced 
that the order suspending volun­ 
tary enlistment would not interfere 
with the Army’s volunteer officer 
candidate program. However, men 
who have passed their 38th birth­ 
day will not be accepted as candi­ 
dates although those who had been 
ordered by Dec. 5 to report for in­ 
duction will be taken for training. 
The order in which 18-year-old 
youths Will be classified for induc­ 
tion will be determined by their 
birth dates with the oldest coming 
first.

Any 18 or 19-year-old registrant 
attending High school who is or­ 
dered to report for induction dur­ 
ing the last half of an academic 
year may have his induction post­ 
poned until the end of the acad­ 
emic year upon written request to 
his draft board. 
Addition of the new registrants 
to the list of draft 
eligible« 
will 
postpone to some extent the induc­ 
tion of childless married men. but 
their addition has been offset in 
part by the recent stoppage of in­ 
duction of those 38 or older.

MOSCOW, Dec. 10. — The Red 
army has speared seven miles deep­ 
er into enemy lines on the central 
front near Velikle Luki, recaptur­ 
ing 13 settlements, while the Ger­ 
mans still have failed in their six- 
day effort to regain the initiative 
cn the Stalingrad front, Soviet dis­ 
patches reported today. 
Attacking with Ski troopers sup­ 
ported by tanks painted white to

Block-busier Explosives Be­ 
lieved To Have Been 
Used Last Night 


(By Assoelattd Brass) 
LONDON. Dec. 10—Striking with 
even greater power than the pre­ 
vious night, a strong force of Royal 
Air Force bombers hurled another 
mass of explosives last night upon 
mangled Turin, apparently striving 
to deal the death stroke to the 
once great Italian industrial city 
on the River Po. 
The Italian high command ad­ 
mitted the raid and said “on the 
whole damage was great." 
Numerous Fires Started 
(Many buildings were hit and 
numerous fires were started,” the 
dally communique said. 
(“The number of victims from 
the preceding raid (Tuesday night’s 
heavy attack by the RAF) are 75 
dead and 112 wounded. The losses 
of last night are not yet known.” 
The air ministry said th at three 
bombers failed to complete 
the 
round trip from Britain across the 
Alps, but said “a strong force” par­ 
ticipated — suggesting 300 or 300 
planes.

A Reuters dispatch said watchers 
at Ticino. Switzerland,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — The 
War Production Board today

deied approximately one-half cf 
the 1943 pack of popular canned 
fruits, vegetables, and juices set 
aside for purchase for the armed 
forces, lend lease, and other gov­ 
ernment agencies, thus reducing 
the supply available to civilians 
substantially below pre-war levels. 
In 1942, canners were required 
to set aside about 35 per cent of 
their pack for the government. 
x 
WPB estimated the portion of 
the 1943 pack allocated for civilian 
use would provide a maximum of 
about 33 pounds of canned foods per 
capita in 1944, when most of the 
1943 pack will be consumed. This 
compared with an annual average 
per capita consumption of canned 
foods of about 46 pounds in 
the 
pre-war period, 1935-30. 
The order also applies to proces­ 
sors of frozen, dried, dehydrated, 
pickled, preserved, and other non- 
perishable products. Previously, it 
applied only to canned foods.
